Rssistant minister of St Michaers church, Charles* 
ton, S. C, among the last of his most faithful 
and earnest labors for " Christ and the Church," 
prepared the present volume for the press, with 
the brief and modest introductory note which 
toUotlrs : 

•* The' American Editor, j'x losing this volume 
for publication, has had occasion to make very 
few alterations, excepting suck as are called for 
by the nature of our political institutions and 
\ae phraseology of the American Prayer Book.

evangelical 'Book of Devotions,' has beci 
changed ; but this has been deemed necessary ib 
not more than two or three instances. 



» PREFACE.

''The additions to the yolume have beeo lo 
few, as scarcely require to be mentioned. Sev- 
enl sentences from Bishop Cosin's * Collection 
of Private Deyotions^' have been added to the 
'Directions concerning the Method of .Daily 
Devotion :' and, in an Appendiic, have been intro- 
duced Daily Devotions for the third, sixth, and 
ninth hours of the day, taken from a little vol 
wne, entitled 'The Hours.' 

" Hiese are all the additions which the Editor 
has deemed it advisable to make at the present 
time. It waft in contemplation to throw into the 
form of an Appendix, brief instructions for those 
preparing for Baptism, Confirmation, and the 
Supper of the Lord ; but tlie fear of adding too 
much to the size and cost of the volume, has pre- 
vented this. Should the work meet with the 
fuccess which it merits as a Book of Private 
Devotions deserve^ these additions may "be made 
in a second edition. In the mean time, he heartily 
dommends it to all the membera of tlie Church, 
being well assured that the constant use of it 
will be for their souls' health. t, J. t.** 
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To write a recommendatory preface to a book of 
devotions is a somewhat perplexing task ; it is a 
subject on which so much may be said, and yet so 
very little need be said. If there \a a work which 
can recommend itself, one which it seems almost 
presumptuous to speak for, it is a manual of this 
sort, — a book of prayers — a guide to the presence- 
chamber of the Almighty — a collection of " words* 
for sinners to take with them, and turn to the Lord : 
^and though much may be written, and very pro- 
fitably too, on the subject of prayer, its blessedness, 
its dignity, its efficacy, the comfort of using it, the 
danger of neglecting it, yet this is hardly the proper 
place for such an essay to be introduced ; this is not 
a book to sit down and read, but to kneel down and 
nse ; there is no need to describe and recommend what 
we are actually about to feel and to enjoy : dd one 
would keep dKldren from their parents* arms with 
a lecture on filial affection, or detain hungry guests 
from a promised banquet by a long invitatozy 
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harangue. Tbe few words, therefore, which I shaO 
venture to prefix to tliis work ehall couaist simply 
in a short account of the object with wliicb it was 
compiled, and one or two remarks on certain pecali- 
arities of its construction 

In the first place, no apology is required for its 
appearance, or rather reappearance: many works 
of a similar nature were indeed already published 
when the " Horae Sacr®'* first oflFered itself to notice ; 
but it soon met with such acceptance that the first 
edition was presently exhausted ; and the on)y fault 
objected to it was the smallness of its size, and it 
was very generally suggested, that the same work 
enlarged would be still more approved. This re- 
quirement has now been complied with; and it is 
confidently hoped that its present Larger bulk will not 
be found more than in proportion to its increased 
utility. 

It i6, indeed, one of the most favorable features 
of the present time, in a spiritual point of view, that 
there should be so rapid a demand for books of a 
devotional character, such as are intended to assist 
the Christian in the work of private prayer, and 
confession, and self-examination: tins must surely 
prove that there is much real good going on ; that 
j)iety is iucreasing not only in extent but in sound* 
oess and simplicity ; she is retiring from the coders 
of the sb'ects, to which some would have thrust her, 
to the closet and the silent sanctuary, so as not to be

seen of men, but to be alone with Qod, Now, to 
persons so impressed, novelty is in itself one of the 
least recommendations in a book of this kind; nay, 
they would rather shrink from mere novelty as from 
something untried, and, perhaps^ unsafe: and jet, ia 
one sense, that this is a new edition of a new book 
may, we think, not only be pardoned, but even 
allowed as a claim for additional respect ; when it is 
considered that its novelty consists, not in the adop> 
tion of the last new vanity of the present day, but 
in the recovery of more and more of the holy char- 
acter of days gone by. It will be found to contain 
various devotional relics of the older saints of our 
Church, fresh treasures dug up from the too much 
neglected field of antiquity : such pieces are in their 
very natm-e unobtrasive, and require searching out: 
oftentimes . they are not discovered till after the 
death of their authors, and at any time many who 
would eagerly read their controversial works, or 
gladly listen to their sermons, would have much less 
relish for their prayers and meditations. Devotion, 
like its great Master, doth not strive nor cry, neither 
is its voice heard in the streets. For some of the 
most valuable gems in this collection we are indebted 
to persons who have left scarce any memorial ; whilst 
others will be found to be the compositions of men 
whom we knew to be distinguished for talent, rank, 
and public labors in the Church, but who now 
some before us in a new light as men of an humble^ 
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contrite spirit— men of prayer. It is hoped, there- 
fore, that whatever is new m this edition wiU be 
received, as tending to an increase of catholicity in 
more ways than one, — in authorship, by thus gather- 
ing of every sort, whereby is shown how the Church 
Aas always in every age walked by the same rale, 
and minded the same thing — ^in spirit, by its near 
approach to the model of our holy liturgy, of which 
eo many extracts are inserted—and in variety of 
subject, whereby is set forth the great principle, that 
there is no lawful work or pursuit, which we are 
not called upon daily and hourly to sanctify with the 
word of God and with prayer. 

It is, indeed, a subject of much thankfulness, not 
only that the spirit of prayer has in so striking a 
manner revived in the Church, but also that it seems 
to be of so satisfeetory a character, — ^not the mere 
o£bpring of excited feelings, disdiuning helps, and 
striking out new ways for itself, — ^but content to 
walk in the old paths, and gladly availing itself of 
all proper means that it can find for its guidance and 
support ; nch a spirit, in short, as will use aright, 
give life to, and draw life from, a form of prayer. 
Tlie importance of such forma, as helps to devotion, 
has always, indeed, been acknowledged by persons 
of sterling piety ; yet still there are some, I believe, 
of real religious character, wlu have been taught to 
entertain a prejudice against them, as rather dead* 
ening to the spirit, as suited only to the cold for 
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malist, and not to the fervent worshipper ; and who 
fiuicy that to pray in the sphit ia, ia one word, not 
to pray with a book : and we meanwhile, who have 
been in tlie habit of using them, have stood too much 
merely on the defensive ; content to prove that ther« 
was no harm in having them, we have neglected tc 
show the danger of being without them : just vindi- 
cating ourselves from the charge of formality in 
praying with a form, we have failed to expose the 
presumption of praying without one. 

Is this going too &r ? Is this taking too high 
'ground ? In the first place, did not our Saviour not 
merely authorize but enjoin the use of a form of 
prayer t did he not teach his disciples to pray If did 
be not, that is, put a form of prayer into their moutlm 
even as John also put a form into the mouths of hid 
disciples f and was not he in this, as in every thing 
else, a pattern for us t was not this action of his, 
like all the rest of his actions, his imitable ones at 
least, intended to be tlie first of a series of similar 
ones to be carried on by his people after him f Has 
not, then, the taught form of prayer divine authority ! 
I do not say, are we not justified in using it I but, 
should we be justified if we neglected to do so ? If 
he so taught us, are not we bound ao to teacli one 
another ? if he bade his disciples use a form, are we 
right if we presume to pray without one i And, in 
fact, we find this principle clearly asserted and con* 
staotly acted upon in the Churdi. There appears 
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indeed to be hardly taaj relative religious duty in 
which the Iioly men of old were more diligent fol- 
lowers of Christ than this, in teaching their flocks to 
pray, as ho^ also taught his disciples. There were 
few among them who were not composers of prayers, 
with which they themselves prayed first, and whidi, 
after having thus proved them, they made over to 
the service of the Church. Our whole litui^gy is, in 
fact, a collection of such spiritual weapons, sorted 
and arranged for public use. 

Who are we, then, that we should pretend to dis- 
pense with timt which the holy Church has thus 
carefully provided for us ! Who are we, that we 
should think of despising what the holiest and best 
of men have used themselves, and recommended 
and made over to us t What, indeed, is the whole 
of our religious system, as drawn from the Bible, 
and in operation in the Church, but this ? — a system 
of ordinances for producing spiritual effects — forms 
pregnant with blessings — material steps for as- 
cending the heights of holiness, simple meana, in 
shorty which may not be rested in, still less be dis 
pensed with, but which must be used, faithfully 
used, and wliich, when thus used, are tlie channels 
of grace to the souL Such is ^ the foolishness of 
preaching ;" such are the simple waters of baptism ; 
such is the Lord's supper ; such is tlie laying on of. 
harids *, such is the gathering together of the Church 
Cor united prayer, — all these have one and the 
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same cfaaracteristto — mofct simple, nnd yet most 
powecfiil; mean in themselves, precious only in the 
treasures of grace connected with them, the halo of 
glory which shines around them. It is in analogy 
with these, as a simple means to a most important 
end, that the- pious Christian uses a form of prayer 
in private, which is to him individually what the 
liturgy is to the Church collectively — a helper of 
his faith, a quickener of his devotion, an inspirer of 
good thoughts, a suggester of suitable petitions ; by 
it and through it he lises to oommtinion with God : 
he might perhaps do without it, but he is safer with 
it : piety may for a moment slumber over it, but it 
is too- sure ere long, to evaporate without it The 
&ct Is, that in this, as in all the rest, our wants have 
been consulted, our weakness provided for, by Him 
who knows much better than we do what we want 
and how weak we are. We want outward forms to 
lay hold of and attract the outward man, that so by 
them an entrance may be obtained into tlie inward 
man, and, through the senses, a lodging may be 
effected in the heart We are not all flesh, there- 
fore we want more than the mere form ; we are not 
all spirit, therefore we cannot yet do without the 
form : we are a mixture of flesh and spirit, under a 
a cjurse of divine renewal; and in this state, so far 
from being able to dispense with the appliances 
^hich are afforded us, we need them all, we need 
them to begin, to continue, to strengthen good holy 
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feelings within ua. Without the form, the spirit of 
prayer never could begin, nor, when begun, be duly 
oarriedon. 

Let those, therefore, who condemn forms of 
prayer, be counselled to beware lest, while they 
claim for themselves more spirituality than the rest 
of their brethren, they be haply found fighting 
against God, disobeying the Church, mistaking the 
mind of the Spirit, and ignorant of their real ccmdi- 
tion and necessitiea And let the humble Christian 
go on usmg his forms of prayer without fear, and he 
will soon find the benefit of them : he will find that^ 
flu far from deadening his spirit, they rouse and 
quicken it ; so far firom cramping and fettering the 
mind, they enlaige and expand it ; so that, in &ct, 
the best way to pray well without a form, is to 
begin by praying with one : and as an expert musi- 
cian will first play the written tune over and over, 
and then, when filled with the harmony of it, will 
break out into beautiful variations and expansions of 
the original air, as the spirit of music within biro 
gives them utterance, so will the devout Christian 
first use the written forms of prayer, and then 
when his heart is filled with holy and heavenly 
affections, he will give vent to spontaneous expres 
sions of love, and joy, and attachment to his God.— 
expressions, in one sense, his own, but for which h^ 
is originally indebted to the humble instrumeni 
which first aroused such feeling within him. 
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WiUi respect to the authors of these prayers, it 
would have been a pleasing task to have given a 
short account of the lives, and labqfs, and sufferings 
of each of them, especially as tiiere are some whose 
names are almost new to us — ^to have made suitable 
mention of Spinckes» of whom I find it recorded, 
lihat, ** he had no wealth, few enemies, many friends ;" 
of KettJewell, who "was learned without pride^ 
devout without affectation, heartily zealous for the 
interest of religion without Action ;" and of that 
most holy man, Bishop Andrewes, of whose book of 
devotions we are told, that '*it was found after hia 
death worn in pieces with his fingers, and wet with 
his tears." But this must not be now.' I will only 
remark, how sweet, how solemn is the feeling pro 
duced by the sight of the prayers of so many holy 
men thus brought together ; it reminds us of the 
golden vials which we read of in the book of Reve- 
lation, "fiill of odours, which are the prayers of 
saints f and when we use them, does it not seem as 
though we were losing for the time our individual 
chai-acter, and joining the devotions of the Church 
Catholic, alone and yet in company, in company 
with the spirits of the just made perfect^ as well as 
with those of the living, who are still striving for 
perfection : by these prayers, they who are dead do 
yet speak ; they pray by our lips, and we pray in 
their words : we need not pray for them, we must 
Qot pray to them, but we do pray with them, when 
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we use their forms of devotion; and we praise 
God for them, for baying left behind them so pre- 
cious a legacy. • 

In conclusion, it will, I hope, be considered a 
great advantage in this collection, that it contains 
prayers for so many different seasons, and occasion^ 
and circumstances of life. I have already obseinred, 
that tlie great object in this is to bring religion to 
bear upon every part of our existence, to introduce 
it into every class, and to spread it over the whole 
of our time, not confining it, as some would do, to 
Sundays as the only endurable time for it, and the 
clergy as tlie only authorized class ; but, on the con- 
trary, making it like leaven, which is to leaven the 
whole mass, to sanctify the whole body of man- 
kind, the whole sum of our life : and this is the 
more needful, because I fear there is a growing dis- 
position among men of the present day to deny the 
claim of religion to this general right of admission ; 
they bid it confine itself to its proper time and place, 
and not meddle with worldly matters, which do not 
belong to it ; they pretend to be afraid lest it re- 
ceive some taint, some shock fi-om its contact with 
the world ; but their real fear is lest they, by carry- 
ing it with them in their dealings with the world, 
should find themselves checked, and clogged, and 
made uneasy by their unwelcome companioa 
Hence it is that there is so much inconsistency of 
conduct in the present day ; religion is too readily 
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pat OD and off; like a SuDday suit, it graces the 
place of worship, bat is too seldom seen in the field, 
or the hoase of merchandise. Men are satisfied to 
be saints on certain seasons ; on ordinary occasions 
they are bat common mea O, what a comfort it is 
to think of the provision that the Church contains 
for reinstating pare, and andefiled, and really in- 
fluential religion, if not aniversally, at least in the 
heai'ts and lives of all those who will consent to live 
by her life, and feed on her provisions I May all 
such persons be enabled to prove the blessedness of 
their union with her, and in her with Christ their 
head, by the sound healthy character of their wor- 
ship, and the consistent holiness and purity of their 
conduct ; may they be enabled to adorn the doctrine 
of God their Saviour m all things : and may this 
little book contribute something towards establish- 
ing this holy spirit, this steadfast character, in those 
who shall make use of it : may it be the means of 
their spending many ** sacred hours** of blessed con- 
verse with their God and Saviour, which shall lead 
to many holy days of cheerful obedieuce to his will, 
and be finally succeeded and swallowed np by a 
glorious eternity in his actual presence. «. a

Tlien rise from your knees, and read some portimi 
of Iiuly Scripture, more especially of the New Tea* 
tament and Psalms of David ; first, in a short ejacu- 
lation, beseeching your heavenly Father to assist 
you with his Holy Spirit, that you may so under- 
fitaiu] nnd practise his word, that it may make you 
wise unto salvntioa 

While you are reading, consider that God is 
8p(>aking to you, and therefore read with attention 
and humility ; and endeavor, as much as you can, 
to suit your affections to the subject you are upon. 
Let the reading any of God's commands excite in 
you a zeal to keep them ; the reading his threaten- 
ingB against sinners, or his judgments on them, a 
fear to provoke him ; let his gracious promises quicken 
your obedience, and the instances of his mercies 
excite you to thanksgiving : when you read the great 
mysteries recorded in holy writ, prostrate your reason 
to divine revelation, and, in the midst of your read- 
ing, lift up your heart to God in some of these short 
ejaculations, according to the natin« of the subject 
before you, viz.: — 

Lord, give me grace to obey this command. Or 
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Lord, delirer me from this sin, or this judgment 
Or, 
Glory be to thee, O Lord, for this mercy. Or, 
liord, I beliere and adore this mystery. 

Then read oyer the btroductory meditations 
prefixed to your daily devotions : after which, offer 
up to God your morning sacrifice of praise and 
prayer. 

At your going abroad, offer up to God the follow- 
ing ejaculations : — 

Show me thy ways, O Lord, and teach me thy 
patlis. 

Lead me, O Gk>d, in the way of thy truth, and 
guide me for thy mercies' sake. 

O give thine Angels charge over me, to keep me 
in aU my ways. 

When yon hear the dock at any hour of the day, 
say:— 

Teach me, Lord, to number my days, that I 
may apply my heart unto wisdom. 

Our time passeth away like a shadow, and we 
bring our days to an end like a tale that is told. 

Have mercy upon me, O Lord, now, and at the 
hour of death. 

Walk all the day in the fear of God ; watch 
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against every temptation ; neglect nooocaaon of doiiig 
good ; and gladly embrace every opportunity of fre- 
quenting the public worship of Ood in his Church. 
Tou may also make use during the day of some of the 
forms of prayer and praise contained in this book, 
according as you have opportunity, and as your cir* 
cumetances may require. 

When, in the evening, yon again retire into your 
cloeeti after having used the preparatory prayer and 
read some portion of the holy Scriptures as befiire 
directed, proceed to examine your heart :— 

What sin, either of thought, word or deed, you 
have that day committed f 

What opportunity of doing good you have 
omitted ? * 

What imperfections your religious duties are 
chargeable with f 

Whether you have wronged your neighbor in any 
thing; and, if you have, whether you are ready to 
make him restitution and reparation t 

Whether, if any man have wronged you, you are 
ready to forgive him, even as you desire that God, 
for Christ's sake, sliould forgive you f 

Consider, also, what mercies you have that day 
rijceived t What deliverances either from dangerous 
and violent temptations, or from any great and ap- 
parent danger f And if nothing extraordinary hath 
liappt^ned, but you have been kept even from th« 
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approach of fho danger, yoa have so much the 
greater cause to magnify God who hath eo guarded 
you, that not the least fear of evil hath .come nigh 
your dwelling. 

After these meditations, offer up your evening sa- 
crifice of prayer and praise ; confess, your sins humbly 
and penitently; renew your resolutions of amend^' 
ment, and beg for mercy through Christ ; and this 
not slightly, and only as of course, but with all de- 
vout earnestness, as you would do if you were sure 
your death were as near approaching as your sleeps 
which, for aught you know, may be so indeed ; and 
therefore you should no more venture to sleep unre- 
conciled to God, than you would dare to die sa 
Omit not, also, to pay him the tribute of your humble 
thanks, as well for his usual and daily preservation^ 
as for his eactraordinary deliverances ; and, above all, 
endeavor, by the consideration of his mereiee, to 
have your heart the more closely knit to him, re- 
membering that every favor received from him is 
a new engagement upon you to love and obey him. 

As you are putting off your clothes, think with 
yourself that the time approaches when you must 
put off your body also, and your soul must appear 
naked before God's judgmentnseat ; and therefore, 
while it is now the accepted time, while the day of 
salvation lasteth, make your calling and election sure 
til at the great and terrible day of the Lord may not 
overtake you unawares.

free confession, that I have many ways offended 
against thy holy laws. [For thus, O I«ord,

Re- 
member, I beseech thee, what thy servant is,

name's sake, beside which none other under 
heaven is given unto men whereby we must 
be saved ; and for the sake of that Spirit also 
who helpeth our infirmities, and maketh inter- 
cession for us with groanings which cannot be 
uttered ; for the tender bowels of the Father, 
for the bleeding wounds of the Son, for the 
earnest groans of the Holy Ghost, hear, 
Lord, and have mercy. Speak those words of 
comfort. Be of good cheer, thy sins are forgiven 
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tlifie ; yea, be of good cheer, for my gi*aee in 
Bufficiexit for thee : say unto my soul, I am thy 
salvation ; that I may also say. Why ait thou 
80 heavy, O my soul, and why art thou dis- 
quieted within me ? Turn again unto thy I'est, 
O my soul ; for the Lord hath dealt bountifully 
with me.

By all thy endearing titles of 
God, Father, Creator, Saviour, Mediator, Inter- 
cessor, Comforter, I beseech thee, three persons 
in one God, let thy merciful kindness be upon 
vae, like as I do put my trust in thee. Amen.
